Officers of the Boarder Roads Organisation[Central 
Publice Works Department or any other Central 
Government Organisation holding analogous|equi- 
valcnt posts; and possessing the qualification pre¬ 
scribed for dircetr reciuits in column 7.

department shall ordinarily not exceed 3 years)”.
